MONTGOMERY,  Ala.'  (AP)  -  Joseph 
Paul  Franklin’s  brother  was  back  m  prison 
Thursday  following  a  brief  escape  possibly 
intended  to  take  him  to  Franklin’s  trail  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  authorities  believe. 

However,  he  never  left  Alabama. 

Frankin’s  brother,  Gordon  Vaughn,  29,  of 
Mobile,  walked  away  froma  machine  shop  at 
a  minimum-security  facility  in  east  Alabama 
Tuesday.

Referring  to  the  current  road  construction  on 
900  East,  Pevear  said  he  would  like  to  see  more 
advance  planning  and  insight.
